Let No Man Take Thy Crown

How do you detect false doctrine? The fact of the matter is that a great deal of it can be discerned by 
even the unbeliever by simply applying the following rule of thumb: "If it tickles our ears, it isn't true". 
Christ had no problem offending people with the truth, do you?
